Sinclair elected to keep 
the undrilled territory, to which White was 
agreeable, so the settlement was effected in 
that manner 

Sinclair immediately started to develop his 
leases and met with instant success, several 
being located in the south end of the Cushing 
field which was showing great promise when 
the sale was made. 

However, Cushing wells, even though they 
make 300 and 400 barrels daily, take a long 
time to place a man back again as the most 
prominent producer in Oklahoma. For Okla- 
homa boasts of some genuine big men en- 
gaged in its oil business. And so Sinclair, 
fired with an ambition that would not be 


quen hed, took stock of the oil 
situation as it was 30 days ago and 


nceived the gigantic plan of se- 


( 
curing a number of refineries, pipe 
lines and producing properties and 
to get back into the game ona scale 
never before attempted by anyone 
in the history of the industry. 

Looking around for likely look- 
ing refineries, that of J. T. Milli- 
ken, located at Vinita, Okla., took 
his eye and held it. The only 
time he allowed his gaze to wan- 
der was when he took a look at 
Milliken’s daily production, 
amounting to 7,000 barrels, his 
125 miles of pipe lines and 30,000 
acres of leases. The more he 
looked the more he saw, until the 
whole was brought to a perfect 
focus in his vision. Then he said, 
“Here’s where I start.” 

At that time the Ohio Oil Co. was 
negotiating with Milliken for the 
purchase of the same _ property. 
While the Ohio crowd was writ- 
ing “notes,” Sinclair’s money was 
not Only talking, but shouting in 
Milliken’s ear. The price he 
offered, $10,000,000, proved too 
tempting a bait and he secured 
an option on all the Milliken 
properties at the figure

DEAL PUT THROUGH. 


With the options secured, he was ready to 
talk to real money in New York, and early 
in April left for New York to put through 
his deal. On April 21, he came back to 
Tulsa and announced the consummation of 
a $50,000,000 deal, confirming the story THE 
NEWS printed a week before. 

Following a two days’ stay, Sinclair, ac- 
companied by his brother, E. W. Sinclair, 
and E. Roger Kemp, left for New York 
Two days later, W. F. Connolly, E. B. Hus 
ton, A. E. Watts, Paul Konz and Mrs. Sin- 
clair followed.

WORKED FOR ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. Wadhams went through all the Standard 
Oil fighting of the past 30 years, but during 
all his fighting he never forgot to get the 
business. When a conference of oil | 
bers was called at Chicago in 1909, to discuss 
the organization of an association, Mr. Wad 
hams was there, and he was elected treasurer, 
which office he held for several years. Then 
owing to ill health, he dropped out of the ac 
tive affairs of the association for several 


vears, but on getting stronger, he was again 
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present at the meetings, and two years ag 
was elected president. He was re-elected at 
the last annual meeting at Milwaukee last 
summer. 

Under his management the association grew 
very largely. He brought about the increase 
in finances by which it was possible to employ 
a secretary to devote all his time to the work, 
and this has resulted in the incorporation of 
the association under the laws of Illinois, the 
establishing of permanent headquarters in Chi- 
cago, and the selection of Mr. Grant as its 
secretary.

A LEADER IN MILWAUKEE. 

Mr. Wadhams was prominent in the business 
world of Milwaukee and the northwest. For 
two terms he was president of the Merchants 
& Manufacturers Association. He was a mem 
ber of the Milwaukee Club, the Milwaukee 
\thletic Club and the Blue Mound Country 
Club of Milwaukee. 

He was born in Wolcottville, Litchfield 
county, Conn., sixty-seven years ago. His 
father was George David Wadhams, one of 
the first manufacturers of his time in Con 
necticut, from 1840 to 1860.

“Gasoline, or some form. of petroleum prod- 
uct, it is safe to say, will remain the prevailing 
fuel as far as scientists can tell, because it can 
be produced cheaper than benzol or alcohol. 
So far as anything being found to take the 
place of gasoline is concerned, it is something 
new in the chemical world and 
chemists have given up hopes of finding. A

good many of these so-called new discoveries, 
unfortunate to relate, are nothing more than 
frauds, with a secret fuel tank and pipes sup- 
plying the engine. 

“Benzol might be a satisfactory motor car 
fuel, especially since in the neighborhood of 
25,000,000 gallons are being produced here 
annually, save for the fact it is more valuable 
to other industries than to the car 
owners. Hence the price is above what he 
will pay since he can buy gasoline for less 
Denatured alcohol can be made for from 20 
cents to 25 cents a gallon, but it must retail 
for considerably more; enough so that it is out 
of the question as a substitute for gasoline at 
the present range of prices for the latter. 
Alcohol can not be manufactured successfully 
even by co-operative effort by the farmers, 
as was advocated some few years ago. It 
must be placed on the same basis as any other 
industry and, due to conditions prevailing with- 
in this industry at present, many obstacles 
would confront new manufacturers who at- 
tempted to break in. 

“Gasoline is cheap because it gives forth the 
energy stored in it by nature during a long 
period of time,” stated another well known 
scientist, discussing the same subject. “It is 
cheap because nature made it. A chemical 
manufactured in a laboratory must be expen- 
sive because the energy that goes into pro- 
ducing it has been costly, both with materials 
and equipment, and the time of the invention 

“Tt is possible the inventor of some new sub- 
stance, that might furnish energy when con- 
sumed in an automobile cylinder, feels his 
substance is cheap, but overlooks the fact it 
has taken him months to produce it and per- 
haps costly materials.”

Tells Oil Trade’s Part In Preparedness 


Men In Industry Must Take Initiative In Working Out 
Program To Put Army On Modern Gasoline Truck Basis 


HAT will the United States government require of 
the oil industry in case of war? 

That question was put to THE NEWS’ Wash- 
ington correspondent, a newspaper man of a score of years’ 
service with big newspapers at Washington, and he was 
told to seek the answer from army and government officials 
and Congressmen. 

The answer as it is told in his story shows a most 
alarming situation—even in times of peace, to say nothing 
of war—for no one in authority in our government seems 
to have even a hazy idea of what part the oil industry 
might have to play in the scheme of war, and, more than 
that, no one seems particularly interested, even in view of 
events abroad in finding out the facts along this line. 


His answer shows the necessity for the oil industry 
taking the initiative itself and trying to arrange with the 
war department, as the automobile men have, some plan 
for mobilizing this industry so essential to any military 
success; to place it on a modern motor car footing, instead 
of a horse-drawn footing, which the industrial world has 
discarded. 

The automobile and motor truck manufacturers have 
done this, but their planning will be futile unless the oil

Motor fuel and lubricants will have to be supplied 
along the military routes and roads. Is present tankage 
on those routes sufficient? Is there provision so that ona 
few days’ notice that tankage will be filled and kept filled? 

The mobility and effectiveness of the army will de. 
pend just as much upon the petroleum industry as on 
trucks and good roads. 

It is the duty of the oil industry to prepare itself and 
this country that our fighting efficiency—so far as oil is 
concerned—is 100 per cent perfect. 

There should be at once from all the oil associations 
and big oil organizations in the country a committee of 
the industry’s best men appointed to work out with the 
government the necessary plans by which the oil industry 
will best serve our country.—Editor.

That, however, is the industrial pre- 
paredness. The military preparedness and 
the preparedness of co-operation between 
the nucleus of an army and the industries 
remains to be made. " 

Under a “defense of the realm” law, ex- 
portation of any petroleum or petroleun 
product, would be forbidden until an ampl 
supply was assured for the American arm 
and navy. The embargo would last until it 
became certain that no oil allowed to go out 
of the country would be used for the henefit 
of the enemy 

In the event of war, there is not muc 
probability of an increase in the fuel oil 
consumption of the navy. The oil-burning 
ships are all in commission now and there 
is not much, if any, difference in consump- 
tion between peace and war times. The 
sritish navy is probably using less fuel oil 
now than in peace times because its capital 
ships, its high sea fleet. so far as can be 
learned, is confined within a small cruising 
area off the northwest coast of Ireland, 
ready, in the event the German high sea 
fleet ever issues from behind the bight of 
Helgoland, to head it off either to the north 
or the south of the British isles 


WHERE OIL EXPORTS GO. 

During 1915 the exports of gasoline and 
naphtha were 285,669,820 gallons, as against 
238,671,187 gallons in 1914. The export for 
the last mentioned year was much greater 
than that of 1913, the figures being 188,043.- 
379 gallons. The enormous increase results, 
not from increased consumption by naval 
vessels, although that has gone up some be 
cause the British navy has been largely in- 
creased since the beginning of the war, but 
mostly from the use of automobiles in the 
transportation of men and supplies of the 
army. The number of automobiles has in- 
creased, but the increase in consumption is 
believed to be larger than the increase in 
the number of machines. 

An automobile in military service gets the 
hardest usage to which a machine may be 
subjected. Economy in the use of fuel is 
not considered. The first duty of the driver 
is to get to his destination regardless of the 
effect on his machine or the consumption of 
fuel. Machines operated on that principle 
are fiends in the consumption of gasoline 
or naphtha. 

WAR MILEAGE SMALL. 

Without doubt the mileage of automo- 
biles in Europe in 1915 was much less than 
that of peace times because riding for pleas- 
ure had practically disappeared. The mili- 
tary service required all the machines that 
could be secured. The hard usage of the 
military machines accounts for the increased 
consumption of American gasoline, in part 
at least. Not all, however, is attributable 
that. The Russian gasoline supply, some 
which formerly found its way to the west of 
Europe was cut off because the Russian 
army needed all it could get.

were heated before going to the still; a 


steam still, where the gasoline was extracted 
from the oil; a cooler, where the hot oil 
from the still was cooled before receiving 
another charge of gasoline, pumps, weather- 
ing tank, etc. 

Several different types of absorbers were 
tried The one giving the best results con- 
sisted of a stone tower down which the oil

An increase in the temperature of the oil 
in the absorber from about 75 degrees Fahr 
to about 85 degrees Fahr. lowered the gaso- 
line yield about .3 pints per thousand cubic 
feet of gas.

YITH the return of warme

The fact the Union Petroleum Co. is again 
in the market for export gasoline is good 
news, for that concern has not bought 
gasoline from the Oklahoma

now on. For even a 19-cent market leaves a 
comfortable margin of profit to the manu 
facturer. 

Sixty-sixty-one gravity is in demand for 
domestic consumption, but the market on that 
grade is low, the Union Petroleum Company 
offering but 16% cents The last price ob- 
tained for this gravity gasoline was several 
months ago, the Union Company paying from 
1714 to 17% cents for export. But the foreign 
market is closed to that gravity at this time 
and the best price that can be obtained for 
domestic consumption for that grade is 16 
17’ cents 

Distillate of 45-46 gravity is quoted at 4% 
cents a gallon, 32-38 gravity is selling at 23 
cents; 42-43 gravity distillate is selling for 
cents, and 42-43 water white is also bringing 
3144 cents. The movement on the last, how- 
ever, is light and this price has prevailed for 
some few weeks. 

GASOLINE FROM DISTILLATE. 

Practically all the movement of water white 
of recent date has been to the Standard Oil 
Co., which, it is understood, is running it 
through the stills and using the Burton process 
to recover some gasoline from the same. Sub- 
mitting distillate to the same process the com- 
pany claims that 4 per cent of gasoline is re- 
covered. This more than pays the freight and 
expense of handling and gives the company a 
product entirely free from gasoline. 

Heavy naphtha of 54-56 gravity for domestic 
consumption is bringing 141% cents, and 56-58 
gravity is selling for 15% cents. 

Prices quoted above are as of May 9. It 
is true that many refiners are getting more 
money for the product, but in every case this 
is on contracts made several months ago. 
There is hardly a contract in effect that will 
not expire before May 20, and, unless there is 
a decided movement upward, new contracts 
will be made on the basis of the new quota-

Low Gravity “Gas” Is 
Cause Of “Motoritis” 


New Disease Diagnosed As Carbon 
Monoxide Poisoning 


H AT have been referred t 11 Va 


rious parts of the country as cases 


and “mot

where automobilists have been overcome at 
in some cases lost their lives by asphyx 
through letting their engines run in a garage 
other closed space, are said by leading oil 


chemists of the country to be cases of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. Such cases are familiar 
as resulting from incomplete c 
fuel in a coal stove or furnace or in fact almost 
any kind of an open heating device in a room 
where there is no fresh air. 

The danger of asphyxiation to autoists is 
said to be greater where low gravity gasoline, 
such as is being generally markets 
use than when high gravity stuff such as 
sold a few years ago was used as motor fuel 
This probably accounts for the fact that cases 
of this form of asphyxiation to motorists 
tracted no notice until within the past year. 

The Journal of the American Medical As 
sociation recently recognized this ni 
carbon monoxide poisoning and advised that 
complete information be published as to the 
nature of conditions surrounding such pois 
ing in the general interests of hygiene. 

“The gas engine and the gasoline motor have 
brought with them the anticipated possibility of 
inducing intoxication from carbon monoxide,” 
stated that journal editorially “Whenever 
the explosion of the combustible mixture is in 
complete or of moderate intensity, this may be 
formed in not inconsiderable amounts. Out- 
doors this is of little consequence ; but indoors 
carbon monoxide as well as other combustion 
gases of the omnipresent motor may produce 
dangerous contamination of the atmosphere 
This should now be widely recognized in the 
terests of hygiene.” 

Walter O. Snelling, Long Island City, N. 
a research chemist with considerable experienc« 
in the oil business, has the following to say re 
garding this form of asphyxiation: 

EXCESS OF CARBON. 

“It occurs to me a possible explanation may 
lie in the increased production of carbon 
monoxide with the excess of carbon in the 
heavier oils. Light gasoline contains a greater 
ratio of hydrogen to carbon, and when the 
carburetor is set at maximum efficiency, prac- 
tically all the hydrogen is oxidized to water and 
all the carbon to carbon dioxide. 

“With heavier oils the ratio of hydrogen to 
carbon becomes less and less, and the amount 
of oxygen required for perfect combustion be- 
comes continually greater, and, unless a large 
amount of air is admitted to the carburetor, 
there will be a tendency for some of the car- 
bon to be oxidized only to carbon monoxide 
instead of to carbon dioxide. 

“Should this theory prove correct the remedy 
would seem to lie along the lines of increasing 
carburetor efficiency and insuring the proper 
amount of air being present in the mixture 
when using heavier oils.” 

T. T. Gray, a petroleum chemist, of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., takes a view similar to Snelling’s: 

“Where the lower gravity products are used

Then it 
quietly started construction of a refinery 
capable of handling 10,000 barrels of oil 
daily at the start.

“The new conservation law in Oklahoma, 
which is probably the most effective of all 
natural gas conservation laws yet passed and 
placed in force in the United States, became 
effective upon September 1, 1915. Under this 
law, and the inspection by the Corporation 
Commission, real effective conservation has 
been brought about. In the large new pools 
recently opened at Blackwell, where four or 
five large gas sands are passed through in 
reaching the oil productive sand, at 3,400 feet 
depth, the greatest work has been accomplished 
in effective conservation. 

“In such fields as the Shamrock Pool, south 
of Cushing, where both oil and gas are de- 
veloped, and in many newer operations of the 
state, the most noted thing is the absence of 
blowing gas. 

“Fundamentally the laws require the seal 
ing of gas, oil or water in the sands in which 
they are found, preventing an intercommunt 
cation from one sand to another. The purport 
of the bill is to limit the operation of the well 


t 


to one sand only, leaving the operat 
lect the sand he desires to develop, and to 
effectively seal off all other sands

brought about what is known as the mudding 


in process, whereby a column of mud fluid ts 
entrapped behind the casing, counterbalancing 
the pressure of the gas, oil or water contained

“One company in. Kansas and Oklahoma 
have mudded over about forty gas and oil 
wells, drilling through to reach lower sands, 
and it has been found after extensive experi 
ence, that it is cheaper to drill wells under 
the mudding process than under the old 
method of casing at the various sands, and 
permitting the casing to remain in the well. 
In the mudding system, a great amount of the 
casing is pulled, especially the larger sizes, 
immediately after the well is drilled in, mak- 
ing this casing available for use in other wells, 
thereby reducing the cost, or investment, as 
against the old process. 

ROTARY DRILLING CONSERVES. 

“In the Blackwell field there have been sev- 
eral tests drilled recently, with the rotary 
drill, or circulating system. So far, the cir- 
culating system appears to be very successful 
in closing off the gas formations passed 
through without permitting any of the gas to 
blow to the atmosphere. It also appears to 
be very successful in permitting the carrying 
of a string of casing to much greater depths 
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than under the standard system of drilling 
In one instance 12-inch casing was set at 1,700 
feet depth, which is almost double the dis 
tance in the earth to which 12-inch casing 
has been set heretofore in the Oklahoma fields 

“This is of great importance, for it permits 
of drilling much deeper wells on a commercial 
basis than has been heretofore possible. In 
fact, the showing of this test has been so sat 
isfactory that three of the largest operating 
concerns in the field have announced publicly 
before the Corporation Commission that it 1s 
their intention to extensively try out this 
system with a view of adopting it as thet 
standard method of drilling in that field 

“The outlook for natural gas in Oklahoma 
was never better than it is today, and with 
two of the leading fields, each of great extent 
and enormous volumes of gas, standing out 
as examples of effective conservation, the gas 
operators and the pipe line companies feel fot 
once the business has been placed upon a mors 
secure foundation as regards the life of the 
supply 

RESULTS OF MUDDING. 


“There is closed in today. in Oklahoma 


mudding, somewhere between five’ hundred 
million and one billion cubic feet of natural 
gas, open How, which has been developed since 
September last, and which, no doubt, would 
have been blown to the air and wasted as 1 
the past, had it not been for this conservation 
law 

“As regards the State of Kansas, there has 
| 


not been very much gas development there of 


recent years, most of the production being 
from the remnant of the old depleted fields 
However, during the past year, new wildcat 
wells have been brought in, both for oil and 
gas, and the activity of this period forecasts 
great development, especially wildcatting dur 
ing the next year or so to come. There is 
no effective conservation law in Kansas. In 
fact, the law, as framed today, permits of 
blowing of gas to the air, provided continuous 
drilling is being carried on. There is no ques- 
tion, however, as new development comes in, 
in Kansas, with the successful showing made 
in Oklahoma, that conservation laws will be 
passed when required, 

Looking into the future, Dr. White sees a 
remedy for the wasting of gas at the wells in 
the mushroom growth of the casinghead gaso- 
line industry, which is increasing the value 
of the gas to the point where it may even be
